In geography, when a map is copied from another 
map, the imitation fhould be candidly avowed ; and 
when it differs effentially from all other maps of the 
fame country, the authorities on which fuch differ¬ 
ence is founded fhould be affigned. In compliance 
with this principle, I fhall proceed to explain, as 
fuccin&ly as poffible, the guides I have followed, 
and the reafons by which I have been influenced, in 
compiling the maps of Ancient Greece, which ac¬ 
company the Travels of Anacharfis. 

In this examination I fhall not include the parti¬ 
cular plans, becaufe each of them would furnifh mat¬ 
ter for one, or even for more than one memoir. I 
muff, however acknowledge, that thofe of the bat- 
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ties of Salamis and Plataea would have been very im- 
' perfect, if the Count de la Luzerne, the prefent mi- 
nifter for naval affairs, had not been fo obliging as 
to favour me with his advice, and read the ancient 
authors with my drawings before him. I am like- 
wife indebted to the Count de Choifeul-Gouffier, 
for his generous communications of all the plans and 
furveys he had taken in the country ; and it is cer¬ 
tain that the mod accurate of my maps are thofe 
which are laid down after his plans. They are al- 
mofi all by M. Foucherot, engineer for bridges and 
caufeways *, who not only put into my hands his 
drawings and manufcript journals, but has alfo de¬ 
scribed to me, as diftinctly as poflible, the parts of 
his route where he had not time to take obferva- 
tions, and which were neceffary to my defign. The 
geographical collection for foreign affairs, in which 
the late Count" de Vcrgennes permitted me to make 
refearches, has alfo furnifhed me with a number of 
other plans of ports and iflands ; and I have found 
in the library of the king, though not the entire 
voyage of the Abbe Fourmont, yet at lead feveral 
fragments of it, of which I have made every poffible 
ufe. *

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fpeak of a work on geography, in modern Greek, 
by Meletius, archbifhop of Athens, and a native of 
Joannina in Epirus, written about the end of the 
iaft century, and printed at Venice, in 1728, in one 
volume folio. I have made ufe of it in feveral in- 
ftances, for the northern parts of Greece; but I 
could not for the Feloponnefus, becaufe the maps 
of that peninfula were already engraved before this 
work fell into my hands. I mud likewife add that, 
if my maps are lefs imperfect than thofe which have 
preceded them, they are indebted for a part of their 
merit to the author of the Travels of Anacharfis, 
who has affifted me in my enquiries, and difcufied 
with me feveral eflential points. 

I likewife fhall not include in this examination

the chart of the Palus Mceotis and Pontus Euxinus, 
becaufe time and events having furnifhed us with a 
confiderable accefiion to our knowledge of thofe 
places fmce it has been completed, it would be ne- 
ceflary to lay it dowm entirely anew. I fhall there¬ 
fore confine myfelf to the general map of Greece., 
and the particular maps of each of its provinces. 

I have made ufe of all the aftronomical obferva-

tions that I have been able to procure, when I have 
found them accurate ; and, in defeat of thefe, have 
had recourfe to the diftances given by the ancients 
and moderns. But it will be firft neceffary to give 
an account of the meafures I have employed. 

In all the maps, I have ufed, for the comparative 
fcale, the common French leagues of 2500 toifes, 
becaufe they have appeared to me in general to cor- 
refpond very nearly with the hour’s journey employ¬ 
ed by travellers in thefe countries. The Olympian 
Radium, which in my maps I eftimate at 94 toifes 5 
feet, is deduced from the length which M. Le Roi af- 
figns to the Grecian foot (<?). As to the Pythian

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Radium, it is that which M. D’Anville has before 
ufed, and which he fixes at one tenth part of the 
Roman mile, or four fifths of the Olympian Radi¬ 
um (£). I have named it Pythian, becaufe it appears 
to me to have been principally in ufe in the north 
of Greece ; and becaufe, according to the remark 
of Spon (r), the Radium which Rill exiRs at Delphi 
is fhorter than that of Athens. By the meafures 
which we have of the latter, it appears that it was 
of the length, or nearly fo, of the Olympian Ra¬ 
dium. It is true that Cenforinus (//), when com¬ 
paring the Radia which he calls Italian, Olympi 


an 


and Pythian, makes the latter confiR of 1000 feet; 
while the RrR, according to him, only contains 625, 
and the fecond 6co. But Aulus Gellius, who wrote 
in Greece, exprefsly fays (e) that the Olympian was 
the longeR of all the Radia; and, bolides, M. 
D’Anville (f), and before him Lucas Pectus, have 
already remarked that Cenforinus here diftinguifhes 
the Italian from the Olympian Radium, only from 
not knowing the difference of the feet of which 
they were compofed, and that 625 Roman feet are 
equal to 600 Grecian Olympian feet. We cannot 
therefore rely on the meafure of the Pythian Radi¬ 
um of Cenforinus. Yet if we take the 1000 feet for

the meafure of the diaulus, or double Radium, we 
Riall Rill have, for the length of the Pythian Radi¬ 
um, 500 feet, which are exactly four fifths of 625 
Roman feet. However this may be, the Pythian 
Radium, being inciter by one fifth than the Olym¬

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I have fometimes made ufe of a ftill fhorter ftadi- 
inn, or that which M. D’Anville calls the Macedo¬ 
nian, or Egyptian (/?), and which he eftiinates, in 
feveral places, from fifty toifes to fifty-four, or even 
more. 

The projection of the general map is on the hy¬ 
pothecs which confiders the earth as a plane ; at 
leaft the diminution of the degrees of longitude is 
calculated from the table at the end of the Supple¬ 
ments to the Aftronomy of M. de la Lande (/) ; for 
the difference between this hypothecs and that of 
the fpherical figure of the earth is almoft infenfible 
on the fcale that I have chofen. The meridians be¬ 
ing right lines on my map, their intervals have been 
ascertained by the tangents of the parallels 36 and 
40; and I have always taken the degree of latitude 
at 57000 toifes, in round numbers, as it has been 
efiimated in the table of M. Schulze (£)> for the la¬ 
titude of 39 degrees, it is not neceflary to mention 
that the curvature of the parallels has been deter¬ 
mined and laid down on each meridian from the dif¬ 
ference of the fecant and the radius ; but it may be 
proper to remark that, if the parallels are right lines 
on the particular maps, it is becaufe it would other- 
wife have been very difficult to lay down the diffe¬ 
rent bearings of which I fhall have occafion to fay 
more prefently; and becaufe, belides, the curva¬ 
ture would have been fcarcely perceivable. I have 
likewife not marked the longitude on the particular 
maps ; becaufe, having no obfervation relative to 
it through the whole extent of country which they 
reprefent, it would have been neceffary at leaft to 
reach Salonichi, from which it muff have been com¬ 
puted.

CRITICAL OBSERVATIONS 


The general map, on the contrary, is fupported 
by feveral obfervations of longitude and latitude. 
The pofition of Conftantinople, formerly Byzanti¬ 
um, is taken from the Connoiffancc des Te?nps for the 
year 1788 ; and the latitude and longitude of Salo- 
nichi, formerly Thenna, at the bottom of the Ther- 
maic Gulf; of Smyrna, on the coaft of Afia; and 
Candia and Canea, in the ifland of Crete, have been 
obferved by father Feuillee. M. De Chazelles lias 
given us the latitude of Rhodes, and other naviga¬ 
tors have furnifhed me with that of feveral of the 
illands of the Archipelago. 


I have not been able to make ufe of the obferva- 
tion of father Feuillee at Milo, becaufe it appears 
to me erroneous. M. D’Anville had before judged 
it to be fo, fmce the longitude which he afftgns to 
- that ifland in his maps dithers by about twenty mi¬ 
nutes from that of father Feuillee. The longitude 
of Melos in my map is almoft the fame with that in 
which it is laid down by M. D’Anville. 


Fhe particular maps have for their bafis: 1. The 
obfervations of latitude taken by Vernon at Athens, 
Negropoilt, or Chalcis, in Euboea, and Sparta. 2.

papers of M. Freret. They were taken by M. De 
Chazelles, one in the port of the ifland of Zante, or 
Zacynthus, and the other to the fouth of Cape Ma- 
tapan, or Tsenarum, directly weft of the moft 
fouthern point of the ifland of Cythera.

D’Anville mentions another obfervation, which 
places that city in 38° 4' only (ni) ; but as I have 
not found it among his papers, 1 have followed that 
of Vernon. 

I have adjufled to the pofition of Athens the plan 
of the bay and iile of Coulouri, which was taken 
M. Foucherot in 1781, and which I have accu¬ 
rately copied in my plan of the battle of Salamis. 
I have alfo adjufled to the fame pofition, a manu- 
lcript map of the gulf of Engia, taken by the mar¬ 



quis de Chabert, in 1776. This map has iikevife 
given me the figure of all the ifiands of the Saro¬ 


nic Sea, the point of Cape Scyllasum, and even the 
pofition of the Acro-corinihus. The bearing of the 
promontory of Sunium from the fummit of the 
mountain in JEgina, does not, indeed, accord with 
that given by Wheler (/?); but the pofition of the 
Acro-corinthus is alfo in this map more foutherly 
than that of Athens, by about four thoufand one 


hundred and fifty toifes, or a little more than four 
minutes of latitude, precifely as I found it in 1782. 
I have afeertained this pofition entirely from com¬ 
paring and combining the bearings giving by Whe- 
ler of Athens and Mount Hymettus, from the Acro- 
corinthus. (0), and of the Acro-corinthus from 
Mount Hymettus (p ) ; for I then had not feen the 
map of M. De Chabert. The latitude of Corinth 
therefore cannot be, as the obfervation of Vernon 
makes it, 38 0

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The fituation of Corinth thus determined, I have 
adjufted to its pofition a map of the Ifthmus, taken 


geometrically by the Venetians in 1697, of which 
an engraving has been given by Beilin, in his defcrip- 
tion of the gulf of Venice and the Morea(r). Thi 


map, which is conftrufted with great care, has ena¬ 
bled me to affign with fufficient accuracy the fituation 
of the promontory Olmiae, though it is not found in 
it. Wheler has obferved that this promontory bears 
north-north-eafl of the Acro-corinthus (s) ; and Li¬ 
vy fays that a temple of Juno Acrtea, built on this 


promontory 


was onlv about feven Roman miles 


diflant from Corinth (t ). 

Between Corinth and Argos, the ancients, accord¬ 
ing to Strabo, reckoned two hundred ftadia (u) ; 
and, at prefent, about eight or nine hours are re¬ 
quired to go, by the fhortelt road (,v), from Corinth 
to Napoli di Romania, or Nauplia, which is but a 
little farther than Argos. In my maps, the diftance 


between Corinth and Argos, in a right line, is one 
hundred and eighty Olympian ftadia, and about fe¬ 
ven hours and one third, of twenty-five hundred 
toifes each, between Corinth and Nauplia. 

Argos has always been placed in the maps almoft 
due fouth of Corinth; but the fituation of the 
iouthern coaft of Argolis, and in particular the po¬ 
fition of the ifle of Hydrtea, has obliged me to lay 
it down much more to the welt. The citadel of 
Argos, Nauplia, or Napoli, and Tiryns, at prefent 
Old Napoli, are laid down from obfervations, taken 
on the fpot by M. Foucherot, from two different 
Rations ; firlt,

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fervcd the bearing of that part of the coafc of La¬ 
conia which advances moll to the eaft. All thefe 
obfervations have been taken according to the north 
indicated by the compafs ; bnt I have rectified them 
to the true meridian, by allowing for the variation 
of the needle 13 0 15' towards the weft, which was 
found to be its variation in thefe countries, by M. 
De Chabert,' in 7.1776. 

To the fituation of Nauplia, or Napoli, I have 
adjufted two manufcript charts taken, in 1735, by 
the late M. Virguin, engineer in the naval fervice. 
They have furniftied me with the coaft and illands 
of Argolis, from the confines of Laconia to Cape 
Acra. I fhall fay nothing of the merit of thefe 
charts, but content myfelf with referring to M. 
DhAnville (y), who did not make life of them till 
he had afcertained their accuracy. Some obferva¬ 
tions that have been taken of the bearings of the 
neighbouring places from Cape Acra, and the iflands 
of Tiparenus and Ariftera, now the ifles of Efpeci 
and Efpeci-Poulo, have given me the pofition of 
Mount Buporthmos, and the iflands Aperopia and 
Hydraea. Thefe obfervaions, which I have found 
among the papers of M. Freret, have appeared to 
me to be by M. Verguin, which has induced me to 
make ufe of them with confidence. The figure of thefe 
iflands, and that of the coaft oppoftte to Scyllseum, 
are taken from another manufcript chart, drawn by 
the pilot Vidal, in 1735, which I have compared 
with that of this fame coaft, given by Ddinou- 
ceaux (z).

Megalopolis ; and thus the reduction of the dif- 
tance to fixty-eight in a right line will (till be very 
great. 

Tripolizza is at prefent the capital of the Morea, 
or Peloponnefus, and the refidence of a pacha, or 
mouhalil, who is governor of the whole country. 
It is a modern town; but Leondari is not the an¬ 
cient Megalopolis, as has been hitherto fuppofed, 
on the authority of M. De Fourmont ( g ). Leon¬ 
dari is built on the declivity of Mount Taygetus, 
and Megalopolis was fituated in the plain beyond the 
Alpheus. I am therefore inclined to believe that 
the fite of the latter city is at the place called Sina- 
no, which M. Fourmont has taken, without fuffi- 
cient proof, for the ancient Mantinea (Z>); and with¬ 
in the extenfive circuit of which he fays there arc 
many ruins (i). Leondari is probably the ancient 
Leudtra mentioned in Xenophon ( kJ, which Ihut in 
one of the entrances of Laconia. Olympia fubfifts 
in a fmall place now called Miraca. Mr. Chandler 
and M. Foucherot (/) found there but few ruins ; 
but M. Fauvel, who accompanied M. Foucherot, 
has been more fuccefsful in a fecond journey, 
which he made in 1787, by order of the count de 
Choifeul-Gouffier. He then difcovered the hippo¬ 
drome, the ftadium, the theatre, and the temple 
of Jupiter; fo that we fhall foon be in poffeflion 
of the exact dimenfions of all thele relics of anti¬ 
quity.

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To place Olympia in my maps, its diflance from 
Argos, however, was not fufficient; it was neceffary 
alfo to obtain its latitude. This has been deduced 
from that of Zante, or Zacynthus, in the ifland of 
the fame name; obferved, as I have already faid, 
by M. de Chazelles : which obfervation, taken in 
the harbour, diredlly to the eaft of the caflle (?n) y 
fixes the latitude of Zante 37° 46' 32 // . 

The road of Zante, from the city to Cape Bafi- 
Iico, the eaflern extremity of the ifland, has been 
laid down from a plan taken by M. Verguin; 
and able navigators, -according to Beilin (72), when 
failing between this cape and that of Tornefe, an¬ 
ciently Chelonites, on the Continent, have obferved 
the former to bear fouth-weflt, and the latter 
north-eafl. The diflance between thefe two capes 
is given differently by different travellers; but I 
have made it, with Texeira, exactly ten Italian 
miles (o'). 

From Cape Chelonites, Strabo fays that two hun¬ 
dred and eighty fladia w r ere reckoned to the mouth 
of the Alpheus(/>). The Fortulans, from feveral 
bearings, give reafon to conclude, on the whole, 
that the direction was fouth-eaft by fouth; and I 
have therefore placed the mouth of the Alpheus in 
this direction from Cape Chelonites. I have not, 
how r ever, in my maps, allowed more than two hun¬ 
dred and twenty-five Olympian fladia for the dif- 
tance between thefe two points ; becaufe the coaft, 
in this fpace, makes great bays, and a great projec¬ 
tion ; and becaufe, befides, Mr. Chandler and M. 
Foucherot, w'ho made the journey by land from

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Pyrgo, near the mouth of the Alpheus, to Chiaren- 
za, anciently Cyllene, not far from Cape Chelonites, 
give reafon to believe that they did not employ more 
than nine hours in going from one of thefe places to 
the other (y). 

From the mouth of the Alpheus to Olympia I 
have followed a fmall drawing which M. Foucherot 
drew for me of his route ; and which agrees with 
Paufanias, who reckons a hundred and twenty ftadia 
from Olympia to Letrini (r). The latter place was 
at the mouth of the Alpheus; we mud therefore 
corre£b Strabo, who makes the diftance between 
the mouth of that river and Olympia but eighty fta- 
dia (j). 

The greater part of the Portuians, Levanto (/), 
and many maps, agree in making Prodano, an¬ 
ciently the ifland Prote, on the coaft of Mefl'enia, 
bear fouth-fouth-eaft of Cape Bafiiico, in the.ifle of 
Zante ; and all'o of Cape Chelonites. It is precifely 
in this direction, with refped to the former of thefe 
capes, that I have placed that ifland in my maps; 
but for the diftance I have followed in preference * 
the Portulan of Romagna, becaufe that alone can 
be made to agree with the diftances taken by land ; 
thofe given by the others being either too great or 
too little. 

From Prote to Pylos in Mefl'enia, at prefent old 
Navarins, or Zonchio, three Portuians give for the 
diftance ten miles. Thefe miles are Greek miles, 
and are confequently reduced in my maps to fix 
Italian miles and two thirds. The direction is eaft- 
fouth-eaft.

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To the pofition of Pylos I have afterwards adjur¬ 
ed two manufcript maps by M. Verguin, of which 
M. D’Anville has alfo made ufe ( u ). I could not 
follow more accurate guides than thefe maps : they 
have conducted me to Cape Gallo, anciently the 
promontory of Acritas, at the entrance of the gulf 
of Meflenia. Thence it was eafy for me to afcend 
to Corone, now Coron. That city was fomewhat 
more than a hundred and fixty ftadia from the pro¬ 
montory of Acritas, according to Paufanias ( x ) ; 
and travellers (y ) reckon by land from Modon, an¬ 
ciently Mothone, to Coron, fix hours journey, or 
eighteen Italian miles. 

From Coron navigators, according to Beilin (z J, 
have obferved Cape Gros, anciently Thyrides, in 
Laconia, to bear fouth-eaft and five degrees to the 
fouth. The variation appears to me corrected in 
this bearing. . This cape is not far from Tenarum, 
now Cape Matapan. Paufanias reckons only feven- 
ty ftadia between them (a); and Beilin fays that 
Matapan is diftant from Cape Gallo, or the promon¬ 
tory of Acritas, thirty miles, or ten marine leagues, 
to the eaft-fouth-eaft (Z>). This diftance, which is 
the breadth of the entrance of the gulf of Meflenia, 
is much greater according to the Portulans. Pliny, 
however, makes it lefs (r) ; on which account I have 
adhered to the meafure given by Beilin, and em¬ 
ployed it in a right line in my maps.

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From Tamarum it was not difficult for me to gain 
the promontory of Malea. M. Verguin, from the 
latter cape, hacf taken the bearing of the former, 
from two different ffations ; and thus determined the 
pofition of the promontory of Tcenarum with refpeft 
to that of Malea. By taking the oppcfite dire&ions, 
I have afcertained the politick of Malea from Tama- 
rum. All the environs of the former cape are laid 
down from a manufcript chart of the fame M. Ver- 
guin, which has given me the coaff from the pro¬ 
montory of Malea, now Cape St. Angelo, to the iile 
of Cervi, inclufivcly; as alfo the northern coaff of 
the ifland of Cerigo, or Cythera. To this chart is 
added another of the anchoring place of St. Nicholas, 
anciently the Phoenician port, in the fame iiland of 
Cythera. The remainder of'the ifiand is taken from 
Coronelli (<i), whofe defcription has been compared 
•with other materials. The ifle of Cervi was formerly 
only a peninfula, the moft foutherly point of which 
was called Onu-gnathos, or the jaw-bone of the 
afs. 


In the interior part of Peloponnefus, Lacedtemon, 
or Sparta, is laid down from its diffance from Mega¬ 
lopolis. Paufanias fays that from Sparta to Olympia 
the diffance is fix hundred and fixty ffadia (<?) ; and 
Livy informs us that the road paffed through Megalo¬ 
polis ( f). We have feen the table of Peutinger rec¬ 
kons, in two diffances, thirty-four Roman miles from 


Olympia to Megalopolis. Tfcefe thirty-four mil

make two hundred and feventy-two Olympian ffadia j 

which, fubducted from fix hundred and lixty, leave 

three hundred and ciglitv-eight ffadia for the diffance

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ftadia; and Sparta is placed in the latitude of 37* 

1 o' N. according to the obfervation of Vernon (g). 

It has not been the fame with Coron : I have not 
. been able to place this city in the latitude obferved by 
Vernon (/j). The fouthern part of Peloponnefus, 
however, as I have already faid, refts on an obferva¬ 
tion of latitude made at fea by M. de Chazelles, to 
the fouth of Cape Tsenarum or Metapan, and di¬ 
rectly weft of the moft fouthern point of the ifland 
of Cythera (/). This obfervation afcertains the la¬ 
titude of the extreme point of Cerigo to be 36° 

to' N. 

In the northern part of Peloponnefus, the fitua- 
tion of Dyme in Achaia is determined by its diftance 
from Olympia. From Olympia to Elis there were 
two roads : one through the plain, three hundred 
ftadia in length (£); and the other, which was the . 
Ihorteft, over the mountain. By the latter it was 
reckoned twelve miles, or ninety-fix ftadia, from 
Olympia to Pylos near Elis (/), and feventy or eighty 
ftadia from Pylos to Elis itfelf (m) ; in the whole, a 
hundred and fixty-ftx, or a hundred and feventy-fix, 
ftadia, from Olympia to Elis. From the latter city, 
proceeding into Achaia, Paufanias reckons a hun¬ 
dred and fifty-feven ftadia ( n ) to the paflage of the 
river Lariflus ; and he adds (0) that, from this river 
to Dyme, it is about four hundred ftadia. All thefe 
diftances appear to me accurate except the laft, which 
cannot be made to agree with the meafures taken at 
fea. Paulmier has indeed perceived that there muff 
be an error in this number ( p ); but he has not cor¬ 
rected it. I would propofe to fubflitute in the Greek

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the numeral letter which denotes forty for that which 
fignifies four hundred ; and we (hall then have three 
hundred and fixty-three, or three hundred and fe- 
venty-three, ftadia, for the diflance from Olympia 
to Dyme. My maps give more than three hundred 
and twenty in a right line. 

I could not place Dyme at a greater diflance from 
Olympia. Dyme was only fixty ftadia from the pro¬ 
montory of Araxus, according to Strabo (y); and 
the Venetian Portulan reckons only eighteen miles 
in a right line from this cape to Cheloniies, the fitua- 
tion of which has already been determined. 

M. Verguin has taken the plan of an anchor¬ 
ing place fituated to the eaft of the promontory of 
Araxus, now Cape Papa, which extends to Dyme. 
From this anchoring place the town of Patras, anci¬ 
ently Patras, has been obferved, according to Bei¬ 
lin (r), to bear eaft by north. The variation ap¬ 
pears to me to have been corre£led in this obferva- 
tion. But the diflance from Dyme to Patrae, ac¬ 
cording to feveral ancient authors, is a hundred and 
twenty ftadia (s ): from the promontory of Araxus 
to Patrae, therefore, the diflance was a hundred and 
eighty ftadia. In my maps it is a hundred and fixty- 
four, or a hundred and fix:ty-five, in a right line. 

The fituation of Patrae is alfo determined by its 
diflance from the ifthmus of Corinth. This diflance 
is feven hundred and twenty ftadia, according to 
Agathemerus ( t ); and there is no reafon to fufpe£t 
an error, fmce Pliny eftimates it at the fame. The 
latter fays that the length of the gulph of Corinth, 
or of the fea of Criffa, to the ifthmus, is eighty-five 

miles (u ); and he adds, that from the promontory of

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Rhium it is five miles to Patras (#) ; in the whole, 
ninety miles, which make exadtly feven hundred and 
twenty fiadia. This meafure- alfo agrees very well 
with fome particular difiances on the coafi: of Achaia, 
given by Paufanias and the Pcutingcr table (y). In 
my maps, the difiance in a right line between the 
part of the ifthmus on the fea of Crifia where a wall 
terminates, and the pofition of Pat rag is fix hun¬ 
dred and fixty-five fiadia. It may perhaps be thought 
tliat I have not made a fuiTicient allowance in reduc¬ 


ing the itinerary meafure to a right line ; but it is to 
be obfervcd that the coafi is alinofi 


ftraight, and 

makes no other elbow than that of the cape of Si- 


cyon. This cape has been obfervcd by 'Wheler (~) 
to bear north-weft by north of the Acro-corinthu

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I have placed thefe two iflands in my map, following 
the bearing which the Venetian Portulan has given 
between the moft northern cape of Cefalonia and the 
mofl fouthern of Leucadia. The latter ifland is now 
called St. Maura, and was long only a peninfula: it 
is laid down from a map of Coronelli’s, of which M. 
D’Anville has alfo made ufe ( e ). The coaft of the 
oppoftte continent, towards Alyzia, as well as the 
illands between that and Leucadia, are taken from a 
plan by M. Verguin. 

The town Leucas was not fituated in the fame 
place as that of St. Maura is at prefent. The ruins 
of it are ftiil to be feen at fome diftance on the fea 
fhore, and in a place where the ifland approaches 
neareft to the main land, it was built by the Corin¬ 
thians, on the ifthmus by which the ifland anciently 
was joined to the continent; but the ifthmus having 
been cut through, the town remained on the ifland, 
and the channel took the name of Dioryctos. Ac¬ 
cording to the accounts of ancient authors (/), the 
diftance from Patrae to Leucas was eftimated at feven 
hundred ftadia; but in my map it is but five hun¬ 
dred and feventy-five, in a right line, becaufe the 
navigation from one of thefe ports to the other is 
much embarrafled; and becaufe, befides, the dif¬ 
tance from Naupactus to Diory£tos, according to 
the table of Peutinger, would not allow me to make 

it more. 

Naupacfus, now called Lepanto, lies more to the 
eaft than Patrae. This city is fituated on the fea of 
Crifia, not far from the promontory of Antirrhium- 
From it the Peutinger table {£) gives, at feveral dif- 
tances, feventy-eight Roman miles to Diory£tos. 
Thefe feventy-eight miles amount to fix hundred

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and twenty-four Olympian ftadia; and I have made 
the diftance more than fix hundred, in a right line. 

On the road from Patras to Diory&os, the Ache- 
lous, now called Afpro-potamo, or the White Ri¬ 
ver, was crofted. Coronelli has given a map of a 
part of the courfe of this river (A), which was taken 
in confequence of an incurfion that the Venetians 
made into Acarnania and iEtolia in 1684. I have 
found in it the track of the ancient road ; but as the 
fcale of it is erroneous, I have rectified it from the 

J t • 

diftances pointed out by M. Foucherot (f), who has 
travelled through the country; and have adjufted 
the whole map to the pofition of CEniadse, which 
was fituated at the mouth of the Alpheus, and dif- 
tant one hundred ftadia from the promontory Araxus 
in Peloponnefus ( k ). 

This map extends to the ruins of Stratos, which 
was built on the right bank of the river, at the dif¬ 
tance of more than two hundred ftadia from its 
mouth, according to Strabo (/). Yet the fame au¬ 
thor fays, foon after (;/z), that Stratos was half-way 
between Alyzia and Anactorium ; and the latter city 
flood on the gulf of Ambracia. Paulmier has en¬ 
deavoured ( n ) to reconcile theie two paftages : but 
his ufual penetration appears here to have forfaken 
him ; he offers nothing fatisfaciory. If he had at¬ 
tended to the refpecfive fituation of the places, he 
might eafily have perceived that the fecond paffage 
is corrupted ; and that iiiftead of ‘awxt^iw, we fhould 
read a vxlfciw. 

From Leucas, Strabo reckons two hundred and 
forty ftadia to the temple of Atftium, at the entrance 
of the gulf of Ambracia, on the coaft of Acarna¬ 
nia (0). This diftance appears to me erroneous ;

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for the Peutinger table only gives fifteen miles be¬ 
tween Diory&os and Nicopolis, which was after¬ 
wards built by Auguftus, on the other fide of the 
gulf, in Epirus (/>) ; and the Portulans and travel¬ 
lers (q) compute the diflance between the fortrefs of 
St. Maura and that of La Preveza at only twelve 
miles. Thefe miles, which can only be Greek'miles, 
I have laid down in a right line on my map. For 
the bearing I have followed that given by Beilin (/). 

The gulf of Ambracia, at prefent the gulf of 
Arta, is laid down from a large map of Coronelli’s, 
the fame that M. D’Anville has made ufe of (r) $ 
but, like him, I have been obliged to correct its 
fcale, and adjufl the map to the meafures which Po? 
lybius has given of this gulf (r). 

In this latitude Greece is fhut in between two 
gulfs ; that of Ambracia to the well, and that of 
Malia to the eaft ; fo that the interval that feparates 
them is confidered by Strabo as an ifthmus, of which 
he gives the meafure (k), which he makes to be eight 
hundred ftadia from the bottom of the gulf of Am¬ 
bracia to Thermopylae on the Maliac gulf. This 
meafure has enabled me to determine the point of 
Thermopylae, which is alfo given by other means. 
The fame author fays that from the bottom of the 
gulf of CrifTa the diltance to Thermopylae, in a right 
line, is five hundred and eight dadia (.v). What 
Strabo calls the gulf of Crifa is the fea of Crilfa, 
or of Alcyon, which was afterwards named the gulf 
of Corinth. He fays nothing of any particular gulf 

of Crilfa, near Delphi; and perhaps I have been

maps. Laftlv, the bottom of the gulf of Criffa, in 
Strabo, is in the environs of Pagae, in Megaris (y). 
In my maps the diftance from Thermopylae to this 
city, in a right line, is four hundred andfeventy {In¬ 
dia, which does not exactly agree with that given 
by Strabo ; but the companion of the bearings, of 
which I {hall fpeak prefently, would not permit me 
to admit a greater. The firjfl diftance is laid down 
in a right line within about twelve ftadia. 

The bottom of the fea of Criffa is determined— 
i. From the diftance from Pagae to Megara, or to 
Nifaea (2). 2. From that between Creufis in Boeotia 

and the promontory of Olmige near Corinth (<?). 
3. From the bearing of this fame promontory, as 
obferved by Wheler (/>), from the harbour of San 
Bafilio, which lies to the eaft of that anciently called 
Eutretus, and now Livadoftro. 

For the interior part of Attica, Boeotia, and Pho- 
cls, it would at firft view feem to admit of no doubt 
that we ought to follow the man of Wheler; but if

we examine it with attention we fhall find that it is 
not to be confided in. The map of this traveller 
differs effentially from his journal. The bearings he 
has given in the latter are not found the fame in the 
map. I ffialJ inftance only in the polition of Corinth. 
We have feen that, according to the bearings given 
by Whefer, that city muft be more to the fouth 
than Athens; yet in the map, in whatever manner it 
be taken, it will be found to,lie more to the north. I 
know well that the difference of latitude found be¬ 
tween thefe two cities on the map may be diminifhed 
by taking the north for that indicated by the com- 
pafs; but, even thus, Corinth cannot be brought 
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down to its true place. It is the fame with other 
places obferved by Vernon. If we take the map of 
Wheler as it /lands, we /hall find they are all in the 
latitudes he has given : Wheler has then adjufted his 
map to the obfervations of Vernon. But of this 
proofs are unnecefTary; Wheler has himfelf told us 
fo in his preface. He has not perceived .that thefe 
latitudes, for the moil part erroneous, deftroy the 
accuracy of all his own operations. Befides, how 
could he lay down places according to their latitude 
on a map taken by the compafs, without correcting 
the variation ? We can therefore only make ufe of 
this map partially ; it is rather to be had recourfe to 
as containing memorandums that have their value. 


than as an exact reprefentation of the country. 

I have taken all the bearings given by Wheler ; 

. and have followed the Englifh original, becauie the 
French tran/lation is frequently faulty. Wheler in¬ 
deed has only given the points of the compafs, which 
leave us in an uncertainty of 11 0 15'; but, by com¬ 
paring a great number of thefe bearings, I have been 
able to afeertain fome points with tolerable accu¬ 
racy, and have rcafoir to believe that I have reltored

the obfervations of Vernon. I have only corrected, 
in all his bearings, the variation ; which I hat 
ken, with M. D’Anvilie (c), at a point of the com¬ 
pafs towards the weft. 

The plans of M. Foucherot have given me the 
fummits of Mount Pentelicus, Mount Hymettus, and 
the Cerate Mountains. I have taken my ftation with 
Wheler on the two latter, and alfo at the Acro- 
corinthus, to determine the pofition of Cithmron. 
From Cithteron and the Acro-corinthus I have deter¬ 
mined Helicon, and alfo the fummit of Parnaffus 
called Lycoria, which has been obferved by Wheler

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to be dire&ly north of the Acro-corinthus ( d ). 
From Cithseron, Helicon, and Parnaflus, I have af- 
certained the position of Mount Ptous, in Bceotia; 
from the latter and Cithasron, Mount Teumeflus, 
near Chalcis, or Negropont; from Cithseron and 
Mount Hymettus, Mount Parnes; from Mount 
Ptous, feveral mountains in the ifland of Eub.qea, 
and one near Opus, now called Talanda. Laftly, 
from the Acro-corinthus I have determined feveral

capes which run out into the fea of Crifl'a. Among 
all thefe fituations, the pofition of Chalcis or Ne¬ 
gropont in Euboea is found in the latitude given by 
Vernon ( e ) ; but I have not been able to place Thebes 
or Delphi in the latitudes afligned them by that tra¬ 
veller. 

From Turco-Chorio, anciently Elatea, Wheler 
has obferved the fummit of Parnaflus to bear fouth 
by weft (/): by taking the oppofite dire&ion I have 
determined the pofttion of Elatea from Parnaflus. 
Turco-chorio is laid down in a map of Thermopylae, 
taken in 17 81, by M. Foucherot; fo that it has 
been eafy to adjuft this map to mine. It is the fame 
which I have copied, in part, in the plan of the 
pafs of Thermopylae, ft has conducted me to Zei- 
toun, and has befides given me the point of the 
ifland of Euboea. Zeitoun is the ancient Lamia, as 
is proved by an infcription given by Paul Lucas (g) ; 
but the country in the environs is fcarcely to be 
known for the fame. The Sperchius no longer flows 
in the fame channel as formerly ; the marlhes which 

exifted in the time of Herodotus are now become

firm ground ; the Maliac gulf fills up every day; 
and the ftrait of Thermopylae is at prefent much 

wider than it was in the time of Xerxes.

From Athens to Thermopylae many of the dif- 
tances which are given by ancient authors have ap-

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peared to me to be computed in Pythian ftadia, or 
ftadia which are fhorter by one fifth than the Olym¬ 
pian. I fhall here only inflance in fome that are 
given near Thermopylae ; by comparing which with 
the fame diftances in Roman meafures, we fhall per¬ 
ceive that the ftadia in which they are eftimated are 
in the proportion of ten to the mile. 

Herodotus, when defcribing this famous pafs r 
reckons forty-five ftadia from Anticyra, along the 
Sperchius, to Trachis (Z>) ; and Strabo fays that the 
Sperchius is diftant from Lamia thirty ftadia (i ); in 
the whole, feventy-five ftadia from Trachis to La¬ 
mia. But Trachis having been deftroyed, according 
to the fame Strabo (/O, Heraciea was built at about 
fix ftadia diftance. Subduft thefe fix ftadia from 
feventy-five, and there will remain fixty-nine for the 
diftance from Lamia to Heraciea ; and Livy faya 
exprefsly, fpeaking, of thefe two cities, interfunt fep - 
tem millia ferme pajfuum (/). The fame proportion is 
likewife found in the diftance from Heraciea to the 
hot fprings at Thermopylae. This diftance is forty 
ftadia, according to Thucydides (?«), which meafure 
is confirmed by Strabo («) ; yet Pliny makes it only 
four Roman miles ( 0 ). 

An obfervation taken by M. Foucherot, at Ther¬ 
mopylae, of the bearing of that part of the coaft of 
Theffaly which extends fartheft to the fouth, has 
given me the direction of the channel which fepa- 
rates this country from Euboea. This channel is 
much longer than it is reprefented in the greater part 
of maps, but it is extremely narrow ; for I have not 
been able to employ the eighty ftadia aftigned by He¬ 
rodotus (/>) for the diftance between Artemiftuin 
and Aphetae, but by taking them at only fifty-three 
toifes each, as M. D’Anville has done in his map of

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ancient Greece. The length I have given to this 
channel is the fame with that of the coaft of Euboea 
which borders it; and this coaft extends the fpace 
of thirty-fix Italian miles, according to a manufcript 
chart of the Archipelago, drawn by the pilot Gau¬ 
tier, in 1738. On the moft northern cape of the 
ill and of Euboea formerly flood the city of Cerin- 
thus, the name of which has been corrupted by ma¬ 
riners into that of Capo Rhento. 

Several maps make this cape bear due north of 
the promontory of Sepias, now cape St. George ; 
and the chart of Gautier places the latter diredfly 
foutb of the point of Callander, anciently the pro¬ 
montory of Pofidium, in the peninfula of Pallene. - 
Ihe diitance from the promontory of Pofidium to 
Sepias appears to me to be about thirty-five Italian 
miles ; Gautier makes it more ; but it cannot much 
exceed this, for the latitude of the promontory of 
Pofidium is determined by that of Therma, now Sa- 
lonichi, at the bottom of the Thermaic gulf. The 
whole coaft from that city to the promontory of Ca- 
naftreum, now Canoniftro, is laid down from a 
chart taken geometrically, in 1738, by M. Le Roi, 
an engineer who accompanied the marquis d’Antin. 
The map of M. Le Roi has alfo furnifhed me with 
the mouths of the Axius, and even the coaft of 
Theflaly, though the latter be only laid down from 
eftimation.

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Lies of Riccioli and Pimentel (x), which are con- 
limited from the obfervations of navigators, is 39° 
37' N. The pofttion of Corfu agrees with the feven 
hundred ftadia which the ancients computed between 
Leucas and Corcyra ( y). The latter city is not in¬ 
deed the fame with Corfu : the ruins of it are feen 
at a little diftance to the fouth, in a peninfula now 
called Cherfopoli; and from this peninfula to Leucas, 
the diftance, in a right line, on my map* is fix hun¬ 
dred and twelve Olympian ftadia, which appears a 
fuitable reduction. 

m • ^ 

From Corcyra the ancients again reckoned feven 
hundred ftadia (z) to the Acro-ceraunian mountains ; 
or perhaps only fix hundred and fixty, which is 
the number in the manufcript of Agathemerus ( a ); 
though Tennulius has thought proper to correct it 
from the text of Pliny. He would have done better 
to have corrected Pliny ( b ) by Agathemerus. In my 
map the diftance of five hundred and ninety ftadia 
will be found, in a right line, between Corcyra and 
the point of the Acro-ceraunian or Ceraunian moun¬ 
tains, now called La Linguetta. This reduction is 
not too great. The pofition of that point is likewife 
ascertained by other means. 

The latitude of this point is taken from a large 
chart of the Gulf of Oricum, now La Valona, geo¬ 
metrically taken, in 1690, by a Venetian engineer, 
named Alberghetti, in which the latitude feems to 
have been given from an aftronomical oblervation 
made at La Valona, though it is not mentioned in 
the chart. Its longitude is deduced from its bearing 
with refpeft to the mod northern point of Corfu :

to the fouth-fonth-eaft of the ide of Safeno, anci¬ 
ently Safo. The leagues of this pilot are always 
four Italian miles each, as has been remarked by M. 
D’Anville (<V) ; and, taking the oppofite direction, 
the ten leagues will precifely extend from Cape Pha- 
lacrum, the mod: northern point of Corfu, to the 
latitude which the Venetian chart aiiigns to the point 
of La Limruetta. I have therefore reafon to believe

that the Ccraunian mountains are rightly placed m 
my map. On the other hand, the pofition of the 
Cape La Linguetta, which is placed due fouth of 
Safeno in the Venetian chart, is fiiewn to be right, 
bv that of the fin all id and Tlioronos. The latter is 
directly to the fouth (c) of Safeno, and due weft (f) 
of Phalacrum in Corcyrn. 

r l’he chart of the Gulf of Oricum, which appear¬ 
ed to me very carefully laid down, has furnifhed me 


with ihe.coalts of that gulf, thofe of the idand Safo, 
and even a part of the courfe of the river Celydnus. 
I have alfo profited by a note engraved on that chart, 
which contains a concife but well drawn defeription 
of the country in the environs of La Valona, the an¬ 
cient Aulon. It has likewife given me the diitances 
defeending to the fouth to Buthrotum, oppofite Cor- 


cyra; and has, befides, conducted me to Durazzo, 
or Epidamnus, in Illyricum. But it mull: fur el y ex¬ 
cite our aftonidiment that fo accurate a chart fhould 
have remained almofl unknown to the time of M. 
D’Anville (g) ; the reafon of which no doubt is, 
that the greater part of geographers, accuflomed to 
copy from

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mining Greece in detail, as has been done by M; 
D’Anville. 

The Greek and compiled Portulans, Levanto (Z>), 
and Alberghetti, in a note, lay down Durazzo due 
north of the ifle of Safeno. I have placed it in that 
direction; and for the diflance I think we fhould 
prefer that given by Alberghetti; not that the others 
differ much from it, but becaufe it is the greateft of 
all: yet has it Hill obliged me to take the leafl of 
two different latitudes which have been afligned to 
Durazzo, and which, as I have already faid, is that 
of the table of Philip Lanfberge (/'), who Hates it at 
41 ° 27'. The tables of Harris and Riccioli place 
Durazzo more to the north, and make the latitude 
41 0 58' (£); but this would require almofl double 
the diflance. 

From all that I have faid it appears to me that the 
weftern coafl of Greece is afcertained with tolerable 
accuracy : it is therefore now only neceffary to en¬ 
quire whether my meafures will be found exadt, if 
we crofs to the eaftern fide. I have already deter¬ 
mined the breadth of Greece ; firft in Peloponnefus, 
by the diflance of Argos from Olympia ; and, after¬ 
wards, in the middle of Greece itfelf, by that of the 
Gulf of Ambracia from Thermopylae. I fliall now 
proceed to afcertain it in the mofl northern part, by 
the extent of the Egnatian way, which went from 
Apollonia and Epidamnus to Theffalonica or Therma, 
at the bottom of the Thermaic Gulf, and even be¬ 
yond. This way indeed was made by the Romans, 
and did not exifl till a long time after the aera of the 
travels of Anacharfis: yet the meafure of its length 
to Theffalonica will enable us to determine the fpace

in Roman miles. 

Polybius, according to Strabo (/), reckoned two 
hundred and fixty-feven miles on this road from 
Apollonia in Ulyricum to ThefTalonica. Strabo af¬ 
terward remarks that the road was not longer from 
Dyrrachium or Epidatnnus, than from Apollonia (m), 
it will therefore be indifferent whether we take the 
meafure of it from one or the other of tnofe cities. 
I fhali take it from Epidamnus, becaufe I have al¬ 
ready determined the pofition of that place. The 
267 Roman miles, at 756 toifes each, at which they 
are eflimated by M. D’Anville (72), make 201852 
toifes ; and on my map the dilfance between Epi¬ 
damnus and Therma, in a right line, is 167200. 
The redu&ion of the itinerary meafure to the right 
line is about one fixth, which I imagine will appear 
a fuitable proportion in a mountainous country, and 
where the road paffes through feveral defiles. Al- 
berghetti, befides, fays that the dilfance from Du- 
razzo to Salonichi is little more than two hundred 
Italian miles. 

In the interior part of Epirus fome particularities 
may be remarked that are not found in any maps be¬ 
fore publifhed. They are taken in part from a ma- 
nufcript journey from Arta, anciently Ambracia, 
by Joannina, and Gomphi, to Lariffa in ThefTaly j 
and in part from the Greek geography of Meletius, 
a native of Joannina, a town htuated on the lake 
Acherufia. It may perhaps excite furprize to fee 
this lake within land, at a confiderable diflance from, 
the fea, while all the maps place it at the mouth of 
the Acheron : yet Scylax and Strabo (0) make the 
Acheron not fall into this lake, but rife out of it:

ron, after having flowed out of the lake Acherufia, 
makes a courfe of thirty-fix miles to arrive at the 
fea. This is in fa£t the diflance from Joannina to 
port Veliki, anciently Glvcys, or the Sweet Port. 
The Acheron in this fpace lofes itfelf for fome time 
under ground, according to Meletius (y) ; and this 
it is, no doubt, which has caufed it to be reprefent- 
ed as one of the rivers of hell. The fame is proba¬ 
bly the cafe with the Cocytus, which riles out of the 
fame lake. 


I fhall not enter into fo minute a detail of the re¬ 
mainder of the general nn-p, though all the parts of 
it have been laid down on the lame fcale as the par¬ 
ticular ones. The general map is, as 1 may fay, 
only the extract of a work of much greater labour ; 
it will therefore be fuilicient to indicate the princi¬ 
pal points. 

The figure of the three peninfulas of Chalcidice 
and the Gulf of Pieria, to the ifie of Thafos inclu- 
fively, is taken from a manufeript chart of the pilot 
Gauthier, found among the papers of M. Freret. 
This chart has been adjulted to that of the eaftern 
coaft of the Thermaic Gulf, taken geometrically by 
3 VI- Le Roi, and of which I have already fpoken. 
In this chart of Gauthier’s the peninfula in which 
Mount Athos is fituated, extends to a fome what 


greater length than in another manufeript map of the 
Archipelago, which is to be found in the Geogra¬ 
phical Collection for Foreign Affairs: but l have 
reafon to believe the manufeript which I have fol¬ 
lowed accurate, becaufe it agrees with the meafures 
of this peninfula given by Pliny and Belon (r); and 
becaufe, betides, the fununit of Mount Athos has

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The Propontis, now the fea of Marmara, is ad- 
jufted, on the one hand, to the pofition of Byzan¬ 
tium, or Conftantinople, the longitude and latitude 
of which are taken, as I have already faid, from the 
Connoijjance des Temps for the year 1788 ( y ); and, 
on the other, to that of the Dardanelles. The figure 
of it is taken from a large manufcript map, defigned 


in 1731 by M. Bohn, an engineer 


in the fervice of 


prince 


Ragozzi. 


This map is the fame that M. 
D’Anville made ufe of (2). I have copied it ex¬ 
actly, except that I have thought that I ought to 
place Cyzicus more to the eaft, from the diltances 
given by ancient authors, and even by modern tra¬ 
vellers. The bottom of the Gulf of Aftacus, and 
the lake near to Ancora, are taken from a manu¬ 
fcript chart by M. Peiffonel; and the Bofphorus of 
Thrace, now the canal of Conflantinople, is laid 
down from a particular plan which I have given of 

it. 


To the pofition of Smyrna, the longitude and la¬ 
titude of which have been obferved by Father Feuil- 
lee (a)j I have adjufted a large manufcript chart of 
a part of the Archipelago, which I had defigned in 
1785. This chart contains all the iflands to the 
fouth of the parallel of Smyrna, and to the north 
of that of Rhodes, as well as the correfponding coails 
of Europe and Afia. The iflands are placed in it 
according to the obfervations of Tournefort, and 
other travellers ; and their figures are taken from 
differed plans, forne of which are manufcript. A 
great number of thefe plans are found in Tourne¬ 
fort ; the count de Choifeul-Gouffier has given feve- 
ral (b') ; and I have alfo derived advantage from thofc 
contained in the collections of Dapper, Bofchini,

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and even Bordone. The plans of the iflands of 
Thera and Aftypalsea are manufcript; they were 
taken in 1738 by M. Le Roi, and the latitude of 
the iflands has been obferved. 

On the coafl of Afia the Hermssan Gulf, now the 
Gulf of Smyrna, has been laid down from a manu- 
fcript chart, taken by the fame M. Le Roi ; and the 
bottom of that of Cyme is afeertained by the por¬ 
tion of Phocsea. This city was a little lefs than two- 
hundred fladia diftant from Smyrna, according to 
Strabo (r). The latter was not built till fome time 
after the date of the travels of Anacharfis : it was 
twenty fladia from the ancient city (cl), and is that 
which is at prefent fo flourifldng. The reft of the 
coaft to Lycia is taken from the charts of the count 
de Choifeul-Gouffier, which have been'iikewife com¬ 
pared with the diftances given by ancient authors. 

Throughout almoft the whole of Afia Minor, the 
rivers bring down an immenfe quantity of flime 
and mud, and form accumulations of earth at their 
mouths. The Scamander inTroas, the Caicus near 
Pergamus, the Hermus near Smyrna, and the Cayf- 
ter, which flows by Ephefus, have enlarged the 
country they traverfe : but no where is there a more 
remarkable inflance of this than in the environs of 
Miletus. The Mceander has heaped up fo much 
fand, that a deep bay, fituated between the city and 
the riv r er, is now only a lake ; and the iflands Lade 
and Afterius, at the entrance of that bay, are be¬ 
come eminences in the plain. 

Near Miletus is the promontory of Trogilium, 
from which Strabo reckons fixteen hundred fladia 
to Sunium in Attica (e). 

Rhodes is placed in the latitude obferved by M. 
de Chazelles ( f ), which is 3d 0 28' 30* N. ; and

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the figure which I have given to the ifiand is taken 
from an ancient map corrected by the meafures of 
Strabo, and other authors. The latitude of the little 
ifiand of Cafos is taken from the chart of the Archi¬ 
pelago defigned for the DepCt de la Marine, in 1738 ; 
in which this ifiand is laid down according to obfer- 
vation. The ifiand of Crete is copied from the ge¬ 
neral map of the ifiand of Candia, given by Bof- 
cliini (g), for want of a better. This map has been 
adjusted to the obfervations of longitude and latitude 
made by Father Feuillee at Candia and Canea (h ) 9 
as well as to the diflances given by ancient and mo¬ 
dern authors. I have however been obliged to lay 
down the whole eaftern part of the ifiand more to 
the north. The promontory of Samonium, accord¬ 
ing to Pliny (/), was diftant only fixty Roman miles, 
or four hundred and eighty Olympian ftadia, from 
the ifiand Carpathos ; and the promontory Cadifcus 
feventy-three miles, or fix hundred ftadia, from Ma- 
lea in Peloponnefus. 

Nothing now remains but to mention fome parti¬ 
culars which have not yet been noticed in the courfe 
of thefe obfervations, and which yet are eflential to 
be known. 

Thefe maps are defigned for the period when 
Greece w 7 as free. I have made it a rule not to infert 
in them places the foundation or exiftence of which 
was pofterior to the battle of Chceronea. Some 
however will be found which are only mentioned in 
more modern authors; but they exifted long before, 
at leaf! the time when they were founded is unknown. 


.1 have inferted under their ancient names cities which 
did not become celebrated until fome time after, 
when they received new names. Such are Olbia

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and Ancora in Bithynia, which were afterwards call¬ 
ed Nicomedia and Nicaea ; Sigeum in Troas, which 
was foon afterwards named Alexandria-Troas; Idrias 
in Caria which was named Stratonicea ; and Therma, 
and Potidcea, in Macedonia, which took the names 
of ThefTalonica and Caflandria, &c. &c. 

Other cities changed their fituation without chang¬ 
ing their names. Among thefe the principal are Sa- 
lamis, in the ifland of the fame name, on the coaT 
of Attica ; Sicyon, Orchomenus, and Hermione, in 
Peloponnefus; Pharfalos, in Thefialy ; and Smyrna 
and Ephefus, in Ionia. All thefe cities are placed 
in their ancient fite in my maps. Cyzicus in the 
Propontis, and Clazomente in Ionia, are only ifiands, 
becaufe they were not joined to the continent till 
fome time after. Laltly, Olynthus in Macedonia, 
and fome other cities, are marked as dcfhroyed ; be-, 
caufe, fince they had made a confpicuous figure :n 
the hiftory of Greece, it was proper to point cut 
their pofition. 

The divifions of countries are traced on the ge¬ 
neral map for the mra of the battle of Chreronea, 
which was fought on the third of Auguft of the year 
338 before Chrift. The whole continent of Afia 
then appertained to the king of Perfia. Philip the 
father of Alexander poffeifed Macedon, and the 
coafts of Thrace, except the Cherfonefus, and the 
cities of Perinthus and Byzantium. The ifiands 
of Thafos and Halonefus were alfo dependant on 
him, and almoft all Illyricum was fubjedted to him. 
Epirus was divided among feveral nations, the greater 
part of which were free. One among others, that 

was governed by a king who was 
confiderably powerful ; and the ally, but not the 
tributary, of Philip. All the remainder was inha¬ 
bited by free Greeks. Several ifiands, however, ac¬ 
knowledged the fovercignty of certain republics ; as 
the iflcs of Samos, Lemnos, Scyrcs, Imbros, and

even the Thracian Cherfonefus, which was in fome

meafure dependant on the republic of Athens. As 
to that part of Afia which is included in my map, 
it was divided into three fatrapies, 'which contained 
a number of petty tyrants eftablifhed by the king o£ 
Perfia in the Greek cities. 

My particular maps, on the contrary, have very 
different dates. Each is defigned for the very year 
in which Anacharlis is fuppofed to have travelled 
through the province it reprefents. Hence is it that, 
in the map of Phocis, all the cities which were de- 
ftroyed after the Social War are inferted as ftill in 
exigence ; and, in that of Arcadia, all the cities 
the inhabitants of which went to people Megalopolis 
are marked as deftroyed.
